DUNDEE COURIER. 

The following is the closing letter of An- 
drew Osler, special commissioner of the 
Duddee, Scotland Courier, regarding the 
Edmonton district : 


On our return journey from Clover Bar to 
Edmonton, Mr. Walter made a detour on 
purpose to see a large extent of prairie 
which he had rented at a few coppers per 
acre from the Government for haying. The 
sward was largely composed of peavine, and 
would yield about three tons peracre. He 
thought it about ready for cutting, and 
intended to start quite a number of mowing 
machines in a day or two, the only obstruc- 
tion to the working of the machines being 
the anthills, which, I am sure, would prove 
a serious bother. Near Edmonton we came 
upon a large parcel of land which Mr. 
Walter had purchased some years ago, a 
great part of it being broken and under 
crop. Mr. Walter has few buildings to 
speak of on his farm. His crops are really 
grand. He computes he has 60 bushels of 
barley upon first breaking (that is the first 
crop after the prairie has been broken up), 
70 bushels oats upon second breaking, and 
40 bushels wheat per acre, and I am sure 
that no one who saw his crops grow would 
estimate them at less. Mr. Walter keeps 
on an average 100 head of cattle. He gen- 
erally feeds off at three years of age, but 
sometimes has a few four-year-olds. 


Every morning during winter a man dis- 
tributes a load of prairie hay amongst them, 
each animal consuming al@ut 14 tons of hay 
during the winter season, and the feeding 
steers get 1 gallon gristed barley a day. 
The young animals not feeding off get 
nothing but hay, but are constantly out on 
the prairie, where they pick up a good deal 
of food for their own support. Last year 
Mr. Walter sold 21 three-year-old steers in 
one lot to a British Columbian dealer. The 
gross live weight of the 21 animals was 
26,068 Ibs., and the total price obtained was 
$938.45, this making the average live weight 
1241 Ibs., the average price £9 5s per head, 
and the average rate per cwt. 16s. 10d. He 
also sold two three-year-old cattle to the 
Hudson Bay Company at £lQeach. An- 
other gentlemen named M’Kernan, a neigh- 
bor of Mr. Walter’s, sold 28 cattle—all 
three-year-olds—the gross weight of which 
was 34,079 Ibs., or 1220 lbs. per head. The 
price obtained was $3.60 per 100 lbs., or 
£9 13s. per head. Neither Mr. Walter's nor 
Mr. McKernan’s cattle were ever in a house. 
Mr. Walter pays his farm laborers $15— 
£3 a month, with rations; and his car- 
penters $14—6s. 3d. a day, with rations. 
In the south town of Edmonton—that is on 
the south side of the river—there is a new 
flouring mill, erected by and owned by 
the Edmonton Flour Milling Company. and 
managed by Robert Ritchie, who kindly 
showed us through the works. It is fitted 
up on the patent roller flour milling 
principle, with a capacity {of turning out 
100 barrels of flour a day. 

Although, as I said before, the town of 
Edmonton is not well supplied with water, 
the country around is well watered with 
running streams and creeks, and where wells 
have to be dug, water is always found within 
20 or 30 feet of the surface. Digging and 
building a well costs $1 per foot. On our 
return to Edmonton in the evening we found 
a regular fete provided for us, for, as we 
were to leave in the morning, quite a 
number of friends that we had made had 
collected to spend the evening with us in 
conversation. Naturally the talk turned 
upon the embargo imposed upon Canadian 
store cattle in Britain, and much indignation 
was expressed as to the fattitude of the 
Home Government in regard te them. None 
of those present had ever heard of the exist- 
ence of pleuro-pneumenia in the Dominion, 
except through the British newspapers, and 
none of them believed that the disease exist- 
ed or ever did exist in the country. Before 
leaving Edmonton I would hke to draw the 
attention of struggling farmers at home and 
middle-eged ploughmen with large families 
to the splendid chance which awaits them 
in this district. They themselves and every 
son they have over eighteen years of age 
will get 160 acres ot as good land as there is 
under the sun for practically nothing, the 
small sum of £2 only being to pay for 
registration and office fees. If they have 
five sons that will be an estate of ciose on 
a thousand acres they will get amongst them 
for £10. Nor will the girls be in the way. 
Dairying pays first-rate in all the Northwest 
Provinces, there being a steady demand and 
ready market for butter at from 10d to 16d 

r lb., and cheese bringing 54d per Ib. 
The rearing of poultry also pays well. Com- 
mon hens bring from 2s to 2s 6d per pair, 
and chickens from 10 to 12 cents per Ib. 
Turkeys bring from 12 to 15 cents per lb., 
and eggs sell at from 15 to 25 cents per Ib. 
These prices are not uiuch below what we 
obtain here, and with no rent to pay for the 
land the industry must be much more lucra- 
tive there than here, and female labor 
relatively more valuable. Consequently 
dairymaids are greatly in demand and re- 
ceive good wages. No farmer out there can 
get on well without a wife to look after ns 
housekeeping and dairy business, but there 
are hundreds upon hundreds of prosver- 
ous young farmers who cannot get wives, 
for the simple reason that there are very 
few young women out there to make wives 
of. On some farms men do the milking, 
drive the churns, and make up butter, but 
men at this job are just like fish out of 
water, and women are at all times to be 
preferred.

The fact that the 
terms of the letters patent to Pritchard are 
such as to convey to him the whole of the 


river lot Ten, except the excepted parts can 
make no difference, for even though it 


should be held that the soil of what is 
de isnated as Jasper avenue on the plan in 
accordance with which his letters patent 


were granted passed to him by his said 
letters patent, it could only so pass as sub- 
ect to the public easement of being used as 
astreet and public highway, which being 
situate Within the municipality of the town 
of Edmonton is subject to the jurisdiction 
of the said municipality by chapter 8 of the 
Revised Ordinances of the Territories, and 
having such jurisdiction the municipality, 
there can be no doubt, are entitled to main- 
tain the present suit. The appeal must 
therefore be dismissed with costs. 

The case of Fisher vs. Prouse (2 B & S- 
770) relied upon by the defendants was a 
case very different from the present. The 
question there was whether a cellar flap of 
the defendant’s house, which although being 
in the footwalk of a public street had exist- 
edin the same condition as far back as 
living memory went, was unlawful and so 
subjected the defendant for maintaining to 
liability for injury sustained therefrom by 
the persons using the foot walk ; and that 
it must be presumed that an erection made 
so far back was lawfully erected and that 
the dedication was made subsequently and 
subject to the right to maintain the erection. 


Jn Robbins vs. Jones (15 C.B.N.S. 220) 
the point decided was to the like effect, so 
likewise was that decide. in Mercer vs. 
Woodgate (L.R. 5 Q.B. 26). 

The principle upon which these cases pro- 
ceeded was that where the owner of the 
piece of land having upon it a structure law- 
fully erected thereon, dedicated the piece of 
land to the use of the public as a highway, 
the dedication in such a case is to be taken 
as having been made so far subject to the 
structure that the public using the highway 
wast incur the inconvenience and risk aris- 
ing from the obstruction caused by the 
structure so long as it is permitted to 
remain there. The dedicator of a piece cf | 
land fer a highway having upon it a struc- 
ture erected oS himself is under no obliga- 
tion to remove it, nor is he after the 
dedication liable to any person using the 
highway sustaining injury from the obstrac- 
tion. 

These casesdhave no application to a case 
like the present where the defendants 
unlawfully erected the structure in question 
upon unsurveyed land of the Crown, and 
have unlawfully maintained it since. The 
piece of land whereon it was sv erected was 
ledicated by the Crown for a public high- 
way, and where the sole question is as to 
the right of the defendants still to maintain 
it and so to deprive the public of the use of 
the piece of the highway upon which it 
stands of the fact of dedication of which as 
a public street there cannot in my opinion 
be any doubt. 

In the present case there is no pretence 
of the defendants having ever had any right 
‘Ss against the crown to erect and maintain 
‘loz house which obstructs the street in 
front of lot “*P” granted by the Crown to 
them for about one third of its width. 

The defendants obtained their letters 
patent for their lot **P” having its bound- 
aries precisely as shown in Pritchard's plan 
“A” made in 1882 and precisely as the 
lefendants bad in 1886 petitioned that it 
should be granted. They obtained the 
only title they have to their lot according 
‘ca plan which shows the southerly limit 
“ta piece in front of their lot of eighty feet 
in width dedicated by the Crown as for a 
public street. To hold that in such a case 
tis to be presumed that the dedication by 
‘he Crown was subject to the right ot the 
“«teudants to maintain an obstruction which 
“hen erected by them was so erected with- 
“utany right whatever in law, would be, 
‘hy opinion a perversion of common sense.

Whereas by such centralization the gov- 
ernment recognizes the necessity for hav- 
ing another judge to relieve in some mea- 
sures the press of work of the present 
judges; And 

Whereas that owing to the large im’ 
migration into this part of Northern Alberta 
judicial district, law business has been and 
is likely to be largely increased; And 

Whereas the law costs as now fixed by 
law are a heavy tax on settlers, these costs 
are largely increased by the agency fees at 
Calgary; And 

Whereas the costs of suit and agency fees 
being so excessive and the incident delays 
so vexatious that suitors are deterred from 
seeking justice, submitting to injustice and 
wrong rather than incur such costs and de- 
lay; And 

Whereas it is recognized as one of the 
first duties of a government to provide for 
the cheap and speedy administration of jus- 
tice to all its subjects; And 


Whereas the people of Edmonton had 
been led to believe that when another judge 
was appointed for Alberta this part of 
Northern Alberta judicial district would be 
erected into a separate judicial district pre- 
sided over bvasingle judge, having his re- 
sidence at the town of Edmonton; And 

Whereas there is no duty that could be 
performed better by having two resident 
judges at Calgary than by having one at 
each of the two chief towns of Alberta, 
namely, Calgary and Edmonton; And 

Whereas the amount of judicial business 
at present done in Edmonton equals that of 
Calgary and exceeds that ofevery other 
judicial district in the Northwest, being 
about four times as great as that of either 
the Saskatchewan or Southern Alberta 
judicial districts; 

Therefore this boar] earnestly protests 
against any action of the government tend- 
ing to centralize the law business of this 
district at Calgary ; And would earnestly 
urge upon the government the immediate 
necessity for erecting this part of Alberta 
into a separate judicial district presided 
over by a single judge residing at the town 
of Edmonton. 

Carried unanimously. 

Copies of the resolution are to be sent to 
the minister of justice and the minister of 
interior with explanatory letters.

Court opened on Wednesday at 10 a.m. 
Mr. Justice Rouleau on the bench; the 
prisouer Thomas Ellsworth Sheppard in the 
ed pole constable. N. D. Beck, Crown 
prosecutor, appeared for the Crown, and J. 
C. F. Bown tor the prisoner. The court 
room was filed with spectators. The 
prisoner looks well and has grown much 
stouter during his confinement. He is of 
medium height, good proportions, neither 
fair nor dark complexion, face good looking 
but not expressive. The short reddish 
whisker which he wore at the time of the 
trial has been shaved off and he now has 
ouly a light mustache. He did not seem to 
be impressed by his situation or to be more 
than ordinarily interested in the proceed- 
ings. The charge was read to the prisoner 
and he was asked to plead. He pled not 
guilty. He was asked whether he preferred 
to be tried by the judge alone or by a jury 
and decided that he would be tried by a 
jury. The jury list was then read and the 
following jury empannelled: D. Maloney, 
St. Albert ; George P. Sanderson, Edmon- 
ton; W. Latimer, Poplar lake; George 
Sutnerlaad, Sturgeon; John Kennedy, 
Horse Hill Plain; T. G. Ross, Belmont. 
All but Mr. Sanderson are farmers. Messrs. 
Chas. Carson, John Meneely and Murdoch 
McLeod were peremptorily challenged by 
the defence. The rest of the jurymen who 
had been called were then dismissed by the 
judge, as there were no more jury cases to 
come up at this sittings of the court. 


N. D. Beck, crown prosecutor, open- 
ed the case by addressing the jury. He 


spoke of the responsibility of the position ef 
the jury who were vested with judicial 
authority, and charged with deciding as to 
the life or death of a fellow being. Their 
duty would be to listen to the evidence, 
weigh carefully and decide impartially. 
The oath which each had taken was binding 
on him as an individual. It was not a mere 
matter of vote in which the majority should 
rule. Each man must answer on his conscience 
for the verdict which he would give. The 
character of the murdered person should 
have no part in deciding the verdict. The 
duty of himself as crown prosecutor differed 
from the position which he would hold in a 
civil case. As crown prosecutor he occupied 
a position as a part of the court, and it was 
not his duty in the first place to secure a 
conviction against the prisoner, either on 
account of his being crown prosecutor or 
out of professional rivalry. His duty was 
to see that the case was fairly put, to assist 
the judge and jury in getting at the facts, 
avd to have justice done the prisoner, Un- 
der the new criminal code now in force 
there Was no room for the complications 
that might occur under the old system. It 
was clearly laid down that homicide might 
be culpable or non-culpable. Culpable 
homicide might be either murder or man- 
slaughter. ‘he punishment for the former 
was death and for the latter imprisonment. 
Killing was assumed to be murder. It was 
for the accused to prove that it was not 
murder. Provocation might reduce murder 
to manslaughter provided the provocation 
was of a sutiicientiy grave character. Hoin- 
icide in self-defence is non-culpsble. It was 
the privilege of the jury, if they considered 
the evidence warranted, to give a verdict of 
manslaughter instead of murder. No doubt 
the defeace would seek to have the verdict 
reduced to manslaughter; perhaps on 
grounds of self-defence or of insanity. He 
then gave an outline of the evidence to be 
submitted, covering the same ground as the 
reports of the preliminary examination. One 
of the important witnesses at the prelimin- 
ary examination, the Chinaman, Charlcs 
You, had gone to Calgary and thence to 
Nelson, B.C. He had not thought his 
evidence of sufficient impcriance to require 
his being brought here for the trial. An 
occurreace subsequent to the murder he 
could only allude to in a general way. 
While the prisoner was in custody at the 
barracks during the preliminary examina- 
tion he made a voluntary statement to Dr. 
Watson. Tais statement had not been 
secured by any improper inducement offered 
by any one in authority and would be put 
in evidence during the course of the trial. 

Mr. Chalmers. D.L.S., was the first wit- 
ness called and identitied and described a 
plan drawn by him of the house and grounds 
where the murder took place, which was 
filed for the information of the judge and 
jury and for reference. The size of the 
house where the murder was committed 
was 15x31 with lean to kitchen 9x14. The 
room in which the body was found was 9x9. 
This house was 81 feet from the shack 
occupied by the Chinaman. 

J. V. E. Carpenter was called. His evi- 
dence coincided exactly with that given at 
the preliminary examination. His house 
was about 200 yards west of May Buchan- 
an’s. For about 50 yards around his house 
trees impeded the view from the lower 
storey, towards May Buchanan's, but the 
rest of the distance was clear. The view 
was clear from the upper storey. Between 
two and three o'clock on December 7th or 
Sth the Chinaman came to his house and 
tok’ him there was a row going on in May's 
house. After speaking with the Chinaman 
for tive minutes or less he started over to 
the house with him. On the way over, 
while about 80 or 90 yards distaut, he saw 
» man outside the front door but could not 
fay what he was doing. Did not recognize 
him and could not say just how he was 
d-essed. This man went into the house 
aluost imrediately. He apparently saw 
the men coming. On reaching the house 
the Chinaman tried the front door by which 
the, man went in and found it fastened. 
They then went to the back kitchen door 
anc ‘found it fastened. Then to the north 
win-low, in which there was a broken pane 
and inside which a heavy curtain hung. 
The Chinaman put his hand through the 
broken pane and pushed the curtain to one 
sile. A mon having dark trousers on, 
wom witwoe:s could see from the waist 
d wn, struck at the Chinaman’s hand with 
a cnife that looked like a butcher or bread 
koife. Witness called to May Buchanan, 
as .ing her if she wanted any help, but got 
ne answer. He then told the man to open 
the door. He replied that he would not 
ani would stab anybody who tried to 
ge! into the house. Witness told him he 
would send for the police if he did not open 
the door. He then heard some one leave 
the room and go to the kitchen door and 
open it. Witness Went to the kitchen door.

It 
was lightly clad in night clothes and the 
face and head were partly covered with 
blood, which appeared to be fresh. Witness 
did not touch the body but thought the face 
and side of the head near the back had been 
wounded. Witness did not notice that the 
furniture had been damaged as by a struggle, 
but the bed clothes were tossed. Prisoner 
stood outside the door looking in and asked, 
“What are you going to do now?” 
Witness did not answer but went into the 
kitchen, where the prisoner followed and 
repeated the question. Witness did not 
answer but went outside of the door leav- 
ing Sheppard inside. The Chinaman 
was standing there and witness told him to 
go for the police, which he did. He had 
not seen the Chinaman in the house while 
he wasin it. The witaess then went to 
his house and got his gun, returning in four 
or five minutes accompained by Walter 
Clark. Clark stood at the front door of 
the house. and witness went into the house 
by the kitchen door. The house was as he 
had left 1t a few minutes before. He called 
the prisoner but got no auswer. Opening 
the bedroom door he saw the prisoner lying 
across the bed with his head to the partition 
and his feet projecting. He moved slight- 
ly and apparently jooked at witness, but 
did not speak. Witness then shut the door 
and stood outside in the passage until the 
police arrived. He thought the person who 
struck at the Chinaman and the prisoner 
who let him in at the kitchen door were the 
same person but was not sure. Inspector 
Snyder entered the room where the prison- 
er wasand took upan axe lying near the 
body, (axe produced and identified). After 
waiting for handcuffs, Inspector Synder 
and two constables arrested the prisoner. 
Witness pointed out blood marks on the 
snow opposite the front door to Inspector 
Snyder. One of the marks was inside the 
fence and two or three outside. The fence 
was about three feet from the door and 
about a toot or two feet from the porch. 
Prisoner made no remark when arrested. 
He was brought out of the bedroom and 
sat ina chair in the front room. The con- 
stables brought his clothes and he assisted 
in putting them on. He was under arrest 
about ten minutes before he was taken 
away by the police. (Knife produced)

Cross examined by Mr. Bown. Did not 
feel nervous or rattled when in the house ;

as eep when on the bed; do not remember 
seeing his eyes but he turned towards me 
as] opened the door ; he did not jump up; 
did not recognize the voice at the window ; 
oue blood spot was afoot from the door 
and two outside the fence about eight feet 
from door; there were tracks inside the 
fence but none outside where the blood 
spots were ; the marks were as though a 
person had swung his hand covered with 
blood ; the man who came out went in at 
ths same door ; when the prisoner opened 
the door I saw no blood on his hands; did 
not see any blood on the hand that made the 
stab at the Chinaman; did not notice where 
anyone had washed his hands outside the 
door ; there was a fresh fall of snow the 
night before, and quite a few tracks on the 
snow ; did not notice the furniture disturb- 
ed, but the bed clothes were upset; did not 
see prisoner handcuffed ; he assisted in put- 
ting on his clothes ; he seemed rather dazed 
then, but did not notice that he was in any 
stupified condition when first seen ; first 
noticed it when he was brought out by the 
police ; did not hear prisoner speak when 
putting on his clothes; he seemed stupified 
when putting on his clothes; from the time 
I left ,the house to get my gun an- 
til I returned there would be time 
for a man to get away; if he took care to 
keep the house between us he could get a 
considerable distance away before I saw him. 

Re-examined by Mr. Beck.—The wire 
fence was four feet from the front door ; the 
porch was about three feet wide ; there was 
a foot or two between the porch and fence ; 
the gate was nearly in front of the front 
door ; the outside spot of blood was about 
three feet beyond the fence ; the snow was 
beaten up to the fence by footprints. 


W. Clark was examined as to his accom- 
panying Carpenter to the house. 


Insp. Snyder was examined as to the 
arrest, his evidence being the same as at the 
preliminary examination. 

Constables Murray and Dalton gave evi- 
dence as to the arrest. 

Dr. McInnis gave medical testimony as to 
the wound which caused death. 


Dr. Tofield had been medical attendant 
on both deceased and prisoner for some 
years, and testified as to habits of prisoner. 

This closed Wednesday's proceedings.

But 
proposed amendments place the duty on 
eggs at 5c. a doren, on coal at 50c. a ton, 
potatoes l5c. a bushel, fish jc. a pound, 
pouitry dressed 2c., undressed 3c. a pound, 
cheese and butter 4c. a pound, barley 40 
per cent. 

Winnipeg Tribune on C.P.R. rates: They 
induce their friends to settle in the country, 
and they also teed the railway. A fostering 
policy pursued by the company would soon 
result in filling up the country, and s on 
there would be double the amount of pro- 
duce to carry out, and the company’s earn- 
ings would be greatly increased. These are 
the arguments which the Tribune has long 
used, and which it trusted would influence 
the president to announce a reduction. To 
our mind, no more potent argument could 
be used, and we do not see how Mr. Van 
Horne cannot see the matter in the same 
light. Surely he will yet see it in this light, 
even if the removal of the scales from his 
eyes be an operation rendered costly by ex- 
perience. In addition to the above argu- 
ments we have long contended, and who can 
gainsay the fairness of the contention, that 
inasmuch asthe millions in cash and land 
which were poured into the company’s lap, 
were given in the belief and with the under- 
standing that the road would not pay for 
years, as the company would necessarily 
occupy a paternal position in relation to the 
settlers ; we have contended that in con- 
sequence of these considerations it was the 
duty of the company to carry the settlers’ 
produce at a loss, if necessary, until such 
time as the setuler was able to stand upon 
his feet and walk. But the company seems 
to have entirely ignored this obligation, the 
road must be made to pay and pay hand- 
somely from the very outset. The interest, 
not of the settler, but of the shareholder is 
msde paramount. That five per cent on 
stock, much of which cost the holder only 
25 cents on the dollar, must be paid, though 
the heavens fall. The result is that there 
is uneasiness, unrest, discontent and, in 
many quarters, disgust. Our people are not 
prospering as they should. They are lan- 
guishing under excessive freight rates with 
little or no prospec: of relief. However un- 
pleasant the remedy may be to the company 
there would seem to be, under the circum- 
stances, no escape from it.
